Upon taking the reins of the city 


government, Cermak will resign 
as president of the board of coun- 
ty commissioners, an office 
in 


which he was starting his third 
term. 


The 
record-breaking

that swept Cermak into

broke the 1913 mark established 
by Thompson at the time of his 
first election. 


Although Thompson waged what 


was virtually a lone-handed fight, 
he polled 475,613 votes in his at- 
tempt to win a fifth term. 


DEMS IN POWER. 


The result yesterday was not 


surprising in view of the fact that 
Cermali, a "wet" politician, is pro- 


/oably one of the most resourceful 


m_ leaders of the Democratic party. 
^" His win recalls tte record-breaking 
^-vote recently garnered by Sen. 


James Hamilton Lewis, Democrat, 
lor the United States senatorship. 


Cermak has held office here in- 


terruptedly for twenty-eight years, 
elevating himself from the memoer 
of the lower house of the legisla- 
ture to the presidency of the coun- 
ty board and chairmanship of the 
Democratic county central commit- 
tee. 


As a consequence of the election, 


the Democrats now control the city 
aad county.

mittee assigned by Governor White 
lo formulate an economy program. 
Officials on the committee which 
iias just completed a survey of 
state automotive operations believe 
reduction of costs exceeding the 
$300,000 set by the Governor will 
be possible and that 
the

proper control of state-owned cars

cf maintenance 


may reach $500,000 a year. 


In an executive order to depart- 


ment heads directing adoption of 
the committee's recommendations 
the Governor said: 


"The public feels and our depart- 


ments apparently agree that last 
year's total automotive transport 
expense, exceeding three million 
dollars, is excessive 
No more im- 


portant service can be rendered 
Ohio taxpayers, particularly under 
present business conditions, than in 
seeing to it that the same policy 
of scrupulous economy be adhered 
to by the state that our industrial 
organiztaions find themselves forc- 
ed to follow. 
I have requested 


that state automotive expense this 
year be cut at least 10 per cent 
over last. After reading the com- 
prehensive recommendations of the 
committee, herewith formulated as 
an executive order, I feel convinc- 
ed that your sincere and determin- 
ed efforts to co-operate and to car- 
ry out these recommendations will 
make it possible to exceed greatly 
the minijuum saving I requested." 


Use of state cars on Sundays for 


personal purposes, an abuse that 
had grown up in the years pre- 
ceding the White administration, is 
to be done away with through one 
of the rules framed by the commit- 
tee.

Gasoline supplies purchased by 


the state at wholesale prices, mak- 
ing possible a saving of from three 
to seven cents per gallon, and oil 
on which 50 cents a gallon can be 
saved are to be available for state 
car operators at designated state 
stations. 


The automotive economy cam- 


paign grew out of an investiga- 
tion ordered by Howard L. Bevis. 
state finance director, when he 
learned that lack of centralized 
purchasing and servicing methods 
in the past and absence of any of- 
ficial supervision of the 
use of 


state cars had led to unwarranted 
expenditures and abuses.
